EW YORK — What are the “goals” that Americans should 
hold out for their public schools? 
The question is broad and philosophica! — more likely to 
be grist for a commencement speech than for legislative 
action. Nevertheless, from President George Bush on down, politicians 
who usually spend their time counting dollars, votes and jobs have been 
waxing eloquent about the need to get some broad objectives for 
American education. 

The goal-setting process started at Charlottesville, Virginia, last Sep- 
tember when Mr. Bush. who has pledged to become “the education 
president,” convened the country's governors for 2 “summit on educa- 
tion.”
